Each  year  as  Holy  Mother  Church,  in  Her

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Along  with  this  most  essential  inventory  of  the 
past  year  with  its  beneficial  effects  the  retreat 
permits  the  student  to  reflect  upon  the  choice  of 
the  road  he  wishes  to  transverse  in  his  quest  of 
happiness  and  to  question  himself  as  to  the  state 
of  life  most  suited  to  his  personality.  For  this 
reason,  the  youth  of  today  need  an  opportunity 
to  withdraw  temporarily  from  the  world  in  order 
to  ponder  over  the  vocation  in  life  to  which 
God  is  calling  him.
